the bank, have been among the principal causes which have 
prostrated the paper circulating mediam of this state, so far 
as it was dependent on the state bank and branches. And 
from the direction which for a time past has been given to 
the funds as well as to the credit of the state bank, it would 
seem as if it had been an cbject, to produce a depreciation of 
her own credit as well asthat of her branches; producins 
thereby among other mischievous Consequences, the means 
of direct gain to a certain portion of the community, equal 
to the loss which the innocentand disinterested holder of the 
paper inevitably sustains. 


The causes which have preduced the pecuniary distress 
with whieh we are embarrassed, remain almost unchanged, 
except the relief afforded by the act of Congress te the pur- 
ehasers of publiclands. Allrelief measures within the con- 
troui of the state authority, should be considered as tempo- 
rary. and be discontineed so soon as the causes which pre- 
duced them shail have been so far removed as to justify a 
recurrence to former regulations in relation to contracts. 
A period should be prescribed by law, and ali contracts of a 
subsequent date be subjected to such legal provisions as have 
hereiofore been usual. ‘The want of a discrimination of this 
character in relation to past and future contracts, presents 
inducements to add to pre-existing debts, while a return to 
former habits of industry and economy is thereby retarded. 
To encourage by precept and example, the use of articles of 
domestic manufacture, and the introduction into families of 
manufacturing machinery, will prove efficient auxiliaries in 
removing our pecuniary difficulties, and have a tendency to 
secure our future independence from those sudden and ex. 
traordinary changes produced by the fluctuations of com. 
meree, So injurious in their effects upon the moral and politi. 
eal happinesa of nations and individuals. Different measures

pays a less sum than the purckaser, who advances 
his purchase money, although he should buy the 
land ata much less price than five dollars per ae

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ple interest, it is hoped, will long be cherished by 
every freeman, as one of his dearcst rights. a 
It is believed, by your eommittee, thatthe great 
mass of individuals, who would make good tea. 7 
ants, will prefer the allodium. and they cannot but 7 
be strongly impressed with a belie!, that even per- | 
manent leases will not protect the property of the — 
state from destruction, unless restrictions are tn- 
posed upon tenants, which might be considered 
incompatible with the principles of a free zovern-_ 
ment.
